Due to the presence of unexplained variations in both 
the questioned and known writings a dete rmination could not be 
made as to whether I I Kl, did or did not 

prepare the Q1 through Qc3 specimens. 

For your investigation assistance, due to the nature 
of the questioned writings further dictated exem plars would be 
of little value. However, undictated samples of l I 

handwriting, as might appear on personnel correspondence, would 
provide a "control" specimen against which to compare both the 
questioned and known writing.
